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Council to Urge Speedy Completion

Much of the Greenbelt 
City Council’s September 26 
agenda dealt with communi- 
cations with other govern- 
ments or with city advisory 
boards. Council’s actions 
included trying to speed the 
completion of the Greenbelt 
Road-Baltimore Washington 
Parkway construction, sup- 
port for the School Board’s 
proposal to eliminate busing 
for desegregation purposes, 
and receipt of reports from 
the Advisory Planning Board 
(APB) on the recpnstruc- 
tion of Parkway and other 
development issues. 

Greenbelt Rd. 

Council received a written pe- 
tition from Timothy Sechrist, 
president of the Greenbelt East 
Advisory Committee, seeking an 
explanation of why work seems 
to have stopped on Greenbelt 
Road at the Baltimore Washing- 
ton Parkway. Sechrist noted that 
the work on the bridge and 
ramps looks nearly done, but 
motorists are still forced to con- 
tend with orange barrels and 
concrete barriers. 

City Manager Daniel Hobbs 
said that the state government 
is requiring the Federal High- 
way Administration (FHWA) 


Greenbelt Rd. Lane 
Closing to Begin Soon 


Traffic will be squeezed into 
a smaller space along Greenbelt 
Rd.’s business district as the 
State Highway Administration 
(SHA) begins interconnecting 
traffic signals there in early Oc- 
tober. 

Single lane closures will occur 
during off-peak traffic hours be- 
tween 9 a.m. and 3 p.m. weekdays, 
Between 9 p.m. and 6 a.m week- 
days, Prince Georges County 
police will provide traffic con- 
trol while the signals are out of 
service. Arrow boards and traf- 
fic cones will guide motorists 
through the intersections, 

The project covers approxi- 
mately three miles along MD 193 
and involves installing a cable to 
connect the 13 traffic signals 
from Rhode Island Avenut to Han- 
over Parkway. The work will 
coordinate signal timing to im- 
prove traffic flow along MD 193. 

The traffic signals currently 
operate independently. By in- 
stalling an interconnect cable, 
the signals will operate as a 
single unit, helping traffic move 
more smoothly by minimizing 
intersection delays. 

DJR, Inc., of Glenwood, Md. 
has been awarded the $201,000 
contract. The project is expected 
to be complete in spring 1995. 

SHA is reminding motorists to 
stay alert and drive safely. 


to repave Greenbelt Road from 
Southway to Hanover Parkway. 
However, this work was not in- 
cluded in the construction con- 
tract. The FHWA does not ex- 
pect the work to be completed 
for another two months. 

At the suggestion of Council- 
member Rodney Roberts, council 
directed staff to send a letter 
stating that the two month 
schedule is not acceptable and 
urging prompt completion of the 
work. 

School Board Hearing 

In preparation for the October 
3 hearing at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School, council unanimous- 
ly voted to support the Prince 
Georges County School System’s 
proposal to eliminate busing for 
purposes of desegregation. Under 
the proposal, the school system 
would phase out busing for pur- 
poses of desegregation. 

The school board is currently 
conducting hearings on the pro-

posal. Before being implemented, 
the plan must be approved by the 
plaintiffs and the court involved 
in the desegregation order, and 
the state and local governments 
must find the required funding 

School Board Representative 
Suzanne Plogman summarized 
the major effects of the proposal 
on schools attended by Green- 
belters. As new schools are op- 
ened, boundary changes _ will 
somewhat reduce the number of 
students attending most city 
schools including Eleanor Roose- 
velt, Greenbelt Middle School, 
Greenbelt Elementary and Mag- 
nolia Elementary. All element- 
ary students living in Spring- 
hill Lake will be assigned to 
Springhill Lake Elementary. 
The exception to the neighbor- 
hood school concept for students, 
such as those attending magnet 
schools, may voluntarily attend 
schools elsewhere.

Rte. 1 Md. 201 Alternatives 
Hearing Draws Opponents

Over one hundred people attended the September 20 
public meeting to learn about and express their opinions 
on plans to widen MD 201 (Kenilworth Avenue/Edmonston 
Rd.) and US 1 from the Beltway (1-495) to Contee Road. 
The meeting, held at High Point High School in Beltsville, 
consisted of informational displays, a 20-minute presenta- 
ton by the State Highway Adminstration (SHA), and com- 


ments from the audience. 
Presentation 

The displays and presentation 
described the three alternates 
that the SHA project planning 
team had developed in order to 
handle expected traffic increases 
on MD 201 and US 1. Traffic vol- 
umes on MD 201 are expected to 
increase 34-49% by 2020, and 
US 1 volumes 27-70%. These 
estimates are based on planned 
residential and commercial de- 
velopment, which follows’ the 
county’s Master Plan. Four al- 
ternates, including a no-build op- 


tion, were presented (see box). 
Each of the build alternates (2, 
3 and 4) consist of curbed road- 
ways with a 16 foot wide medi- 
an. No shoulders or sidewalks 
were included in the alternates. 
City Position 

Greenbelt city councils have 
consistently opposed the exten- 
sion and widening of Kenilworth 
Avenue (Rt. 201). When the is- 
sue surfaced in 1987, council was 
concerned that 1) Greenbelt al- 
ready had more than its share

In a letter to members, the 
Greenbelt Consumer Cooperative 
has announced that the co-op’s 
gas station will close. Gas sales 
will cease as of November 14. 
Service work will continue as 
long as staff and materials are 
available, but will end no later 
than December 31, when the cur- 
rent lease expires. 

For the fiscal year ending July 
31, the service station reported a 
loss of $70,986. The cooperative 
has taken several steps to try 
to stem these losses, including the 
conversion to branded gasoline, 
additional marketing, addition of 
food/snacks, discussions with in- 
dustry consultants and extensive

cost cutting measures. 

In order to keep selling gaso- 
line beyond November 15, the sta- 
tion would have to install new 
pumps and a vapor recovery sys- 
tem costing roughly $100,000, as 
required by federal law. Faced 
with the continuing losses and 
this new regulation, the board 


_decided to close the station. 


More information on this issue 
will be available at the October 
29 annual meeting, to be held in 
the meeting room of the Green- 
belt Library.

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Pioneer Couple Celebrate 
Sixty-fifth Anniversary

The two of 
them sang it a cappella to the 
delight of those present. Also 
singing without accompaniment 
was their youngest grand- 
daughter, Betsy Kolmus.

The dinner began with Ben 
doing the Hamotci, the breaking 
of bread. Eldest son Martin 
Rosenzweig led the celebrants 
in a champagne toast to the hon- 
ored couple.

Out- 
side the city, Rosenzweig has

To Be Built in Greenbelt 


Doctor’s Community Hospital (DCH) and Oncology 
Services Corporation (OSC) broke ground for Prince Geor- 
ges County’s newest cancer treatment center at 7501 Green- 
way Center Drive on September 28. 


Dignitaries participating in the 
ceremony included Dr. Jerry Der- 
del, executive vice president of 
Oncology Services Corporation; 
Philip B. Down, president of Doc- 
tors Community Hospital; Toni 
Bram, mayor of Greenbelt,. Ata 
Moshyedi, M.D. president of the 
Medical Staff at DCH, and the 
Reverend Norris Sydnor, member 
of DCH Board of Directors who 
conducted the invocation. 


The Greenbelt Cancer Treat- 
ment Center was designed by the 
architectural firm of Marshall 
Kraft Associates. The general 
contractor is Rick Schorn, RES 
Builders. The 4,500 square foot 
facility is scheduled to open in 
late winter, 1995. Upon comple- 
tion, the center will provide ser- 
vices to patients throughout 
the Prince Georges County area 
who now drive longer distances 
to neighboring counties and cities 
for treatment. The center is a 
response to the rise in the inci- 
dence of cancer among the popu- 
laton, and the need to provide 
high quality, state- of-the art 
treatment facilities that are con- 
venient to patients. Recent stu- 
dies found the incidence of cancer 
in Maryland among the highest 
in the country. and Prince Geor- 
ges County as one of the highest 
in the state. 


Treatment Provided 


The Greenbelt Cancer Center 
wil] provide a full range of radia- 
tion therapy services by means 
of a device called a “linear ac- 
celerator.” Along with Doctors 
Community Hospital the Center 
wil] also provide area residents 
with expanded cancer prevention 
and education programs, early 
detection opportunities and coor- 
dinated patient treatment. 

The Center will be managed 
daily by a radiation oncologist - 
a board-certified physician train- 
ed in treating cancers using ra- 
diation technology. Each patient’s 
treatment is individually planned 
using highly sophisticated com- 
puters, simulators and  biock- 
shielding devices allowing for ex- 
act targeting of the tumor with 
the maximum protection to the 
surrounding healthy tissue. 

Cancer patients often undergo 
treatment for as long as five to 
seven weeks. Usually, this re- 
quires daily trips to the center.

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Foam Insulation In GHI Non-Toxic

The foam insulation used in 
17 Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) 
units is believed to be nontoxic. 
Even if a ureaformaldehyde type 
foam was used, its emission of 
fumes would be minimal now, 
General Manager Gretchen Over- 
durff told the Board of Direct- 
ors at the board’s September 22 
meeting. Last month a member 
voiced concern that the type of 
foam used experimentally to in- 
sulate homes in the 34 Court of 
Ridge could emit fumes that 
might be harmful to the health 
of some individuals. Foam insula- 
tion was also used in a few 
other homes at the choosing of 
the members residing there. 

GHI board minutes at the time 
say that the product used was 


a tripolymer, Puff 1 and 2. That 
foam is nontoxic and does not 
contain urea-formaldehyde, the 
chemical compound that can emit 
noxious fumes. Overdurff advised 
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that the staff was arranging 
for a test of the material used 
to confirm that it is indeed Puff 
1 and 2, even though the minutes 
indicate that that is the prod- 
uct and the foam insulation in 
the home is white, the color of 
Puff 1 and 2. Urea-formaldehyde 
foam is yellowish in color. 

Even if urea-formaldehyde had 
been used, the highest emission 
of fumes would have occurred 
in the first six months. After 17 
years, fume emission would be 
negligible. The use of this type 
of foam insulation has never 
been found to cause emissions at 
unsafe levels, and the product 
has never been banned and con- 
tinues to be used. While not a 
danger, urea-formaldehyde fumes 
could cause respiratory problems 
or burning eyes in someone who 
is sensitive to it. 

Investigation of this matter 
has taken up a good deal of GHI 
staff time, the board was _ in- 
formed.

Trailer Park Discussed

The Board of Directors of 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. met 
in regular session on Sep- 
tember 9. Several mainten- 
ance items were discussed 
including the parking !ot re- 
pair program, installation of 
an above-ground gas tank, 
and problems with the boat 
and trailer storage yards. 
Six members for the Ad Hoc 
Historic District Committee 
were also announced. 
Parking Lot Repairs 
The severe winter resulted in 
a number of unexpected parking 
lot. repairs. To avoid the same 
areas from being damaged this 
year, the maintenance staff has 
recommended more in-depth re- 
pairs on some courts of Ridge 
Road and Laure! Hill Road. Some 
work on Southway will be done 
in conjunction with the city and 
will be postponed until next year. 
Bids were received from three 
contractors and the board was 
asked to approve a bid for 
$11,600. The board approved 
this proposal for both first and 
second readings to allow the 
work to begin quickly. 
Above-ground Gas Tank 
Staff at GHI has been examin- 
ing the possible replacement of 
its underground 1000 gallon gas 
tank and pump on Hamilton 
Place. The tank does not appear 
to be leaking, but it is at least 
25 years old. In addition, the 
tank does not comply with cur- 
rent regulations for this type of 
equipment. The board approved 
the installation of a new above- 
ground tank now and will budget 
for the removal of the old tank 
in 1995. 
Ad Hoe Committee 
Jim Maher, chairperson of the 
Ad Hoc Historic District Com- 
mittee, recommended six GHI 
members for appointment. Pearl 
Siegel, Jack Downs, Ed Griffin, 
Barbara Stevens, Edward Day, 
and Thelma Miller all were ap- 
proved by the board. In addition, 
board member Carole Levin will 
be a member of the committee. 
Storage Yards 
Several members had asked to 
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have the pavement and lighting 
improved at the boat and trailer 
storage yards. However, man- 
agement recently became aware 
that the yards do not conform 
with the zoning regulations for 
GHI. The board is being asked 
to consider three options: 1) to 
ask the County Council to pass 
specific legislation for this use; 
2) to apply for a non-conform- 
ing use certification and special 
exception for the use; or 3) to 
remove the boat and _ trailer 
storage which would create new 
storage problems for members. 
The board will study these op- 
tions. 


Other Items 


GHI received information _re- 
garding a study to evaluate al- 
ternatives for expanding Edmon- 
ston Road beyond the Beltway. 
Board member Wayne Williams 
commented that GHI has tradi- 
itionally opposed widening that 
road. The board asked the man- 
ager to draft a letter for the 
board’s review regarding GHI’s 
concerns. Former board member, 
Keith Jahoda, added that a new 
approach should be stated, i.e., 
the county does not need a road 
to move people in from other 
counties. The county needs jobs, 
schools, and amenities that make 
people who work in the county 
want to live in the county. 


A letter was recently received 
from the City of Greenbelt Com- 
munity Relations Advisory Board 
expressing their concerns over 
an apparent increase in destruct- 
ive incidents directed at various 
religious and ethnic groups in 
Greenbelt. The advisory board is

soliciting input and support. The 
letter was referred to the Mem- 
ber and Community Relations 
Committee for discussion. 

A memo was received from the 
Architecture and Environment 
Committee regarding its profit 
from the sales of grass seed and 
shrubbery. The activity is non- 
profit but the rounding of prices 
over the years has led to about 
$500 profit. Several grass spread- 
ers were purchased for member 
use. However, unknown to the 
committee, the remaining money 
had been turned in to the gener- 
al fund. The committee seeks the 
return of these funds for .use 
on beautification projects that 
they had planned.

Speed Humps OK’d for N orthway

The cty will soon begin an 
experiment to try to slow 
Northway drivers to some- 
thing more closely approxi- 
mating the speed limit. The 
Woodland Hills Homeowners 
Association has been seeking 
installation of sreed bumps 
since at least 1992. 

At its September 26 regular 
meeting the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil approved a one year experi- 
ment involving the installation 
of three speed “humps” on 
Northway between Crescent and 
Hillside Roads, plus installation 
of a three-way stop at the inter- 
section with Woodland Way. The 
city has been taking traffic counts 
on roads in the area to permit 
it to measure the effect of the 
changes on traffic on Northway 
and other roads in the vicinity. 

The speed humps, which should 
be installed within one month, 
will be three to four inches high 
and 12 feet wide, and stretch 
completely across the road. The 
city staff has been generally re- 
luctant to install such devices, 
noting that the Institute of Traf- 
fic Engineers recommends that 
speed humps only be used when 
a specific set of conditions is 
met, which..an analysis by Di- 
rector of Public Works Carl 
Hirsch says are not met. The 
police department, public works 
department and planning depart- 
ments all recommended against 
installation of the devices. Both 
the current and previous city 
managers have recommended a- 
gainst installation of the devices 

Traffic Study 
he police department con- 


ducted traffic studies that did 


not show excessive speeding on 
the road. However, the homeown- 
ers association rebutted these 
counts as either not being con- 
ducted during peak hours or be- 
ing conducted by an officer in a 
marked cruiser, which motorists 
saw and slowed down. 

The association noted that 
speeding on Northway is espe- 
cially dangerous because the 
curved and hilly nature of the 
road and the fact that many 
pedestrians, bicyclists and child- 
ren use the road for lack of a 
sidewalk or complete inner walk- 
way system. 

In the end, staff and council 


could find no better alternate. 
The staff had examined allowing 
parking on both sides of the road 
(to narrow the traffic area and 
force motorists to slow down), 
constructing mid-street islands 
that traffic would have to go a- 
round presumably at a_ slower 
speed, speed dips, restricting 
traffic to one-way uphill, instal- 
ling a barricade at the intersec- 
tion of Northway and Woodland 
Way (which would _ eliminate 
through Traffic) and making 


cil with ffis final recommenda- 
tions calling for three speed 
humps relatively equally spaced 
between Woodland Way and Hill- 
side and the three way stop sign. 
He recommended against the 
mid-block stop sign, citing police 
advise that placing stop signs in 
locations without  cross-traffic 
encourages people to ignore stop 
signs in general. He noted that 
there will be a speed hump near 
the proposed location of the stop 
sign. 
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Three speed humps will be installed on 
Northway whithin a month.

Northway a one way street. 
Alternatives Eliminated 
Based upon a series of staff 
analyses and council workses- 
sions, most of these alternatives 
were eliminated. A 1992 analysis 
by Director of Planning and 
Community Development Celia 
Wilson concluded that “after 
careful evaluation of all struc- 
tural solutions, it is staff’s be- 
lief that there is no alternative 
available that does not create 
undesirable and in some cases, 
unsafe side effects.” Among the 
options considered, however, 
Wilson found a mid-block island 
to be the “preferred structural 

alternative.” 


At a worksession held two 
months ago, the homeowners 
association reiterated its sup- 
port for speed humps on the 
road. Although Wilson had con- 
cluded that increased police en- 
forcement of the speed limit was 
the best approach, Association 
President Mark Davis argued 
that there were still no enforce- 
ment action occurring. At the 
conclusion of that worksession, 
council tentatively agreed to a 
one year experiment to see if 
structural changes could reduce 
speeding on the road. These 
changes included the installation 
of two to three speed humps, a 
three way stop at Woodland 
Way, a stop sign at a mid-block 
crosswalk, improvements to the 
inner walkway system, a traffic 
island and more traffic enforce- 
ment, 

At the September 26 council 
meeting, Hirsch presented coun- 


Hirsch also recommended a- 
gainst the installation of a mid- 
block island. He noted that many 
residents opposed it. Installa- 
tion of such an island would re- 
quire tearing up and paving over 
green space that, although part 
of the city’s right of way, is 
considered by residents as part 
of their yards. After some dis- 
cussion, council unanimously ap- 
proved Hirsch’s recommendations. 


Walkways 

Other than painting the cross- 
walk between 112 and 117 
Northway, no specific action was 
taken regarding walkway im- 
provements. There has been a 
lack of consensus among the 
homeowners as to whether a 
sidewalk should be installed a- 
long Northway. While council 
agreed that there should be im- 
provements to the inner walk- 
way system, there are questions, 
about where a second walkway > 
right of way is located and what 
other specific improvements are 
needed. They directed the staff 
to investigate these issues and 
to report back to council within 
three to four months.

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A Greenbelt Gardener

The chilly nights, misty morn- 
ings, and color appearing on 
some of the leaves tell us that 
autumn is here. The cooler, short- 
er days also mean plants that 
did well during the summer are 
slowing down and doing less and 
less. 

The first frost could happen 
any week. And when it comes the 
32 degree or lower temperature 
will kill almost all the annual 
flowers and vegetables in the 
garden. So watch the weather 
forecasts closely and be prepared 
to pick those last peppers, toma- 
toes, marigolds, and other an- 
nuals if a frost is predicted. If 
there is a plant you really want 
to save cover it with a bedsheet 
or newspapers to keep it from 
being killed by frost. 

The first frost need not be the 
end of the garden for the year. 
Chrysanthemums are not both- 
ered by these early autumn 
frosts and will provide color for 
weeks. The autumn vegetables 
will also keep thriving. 

There are a handful of annual 
and biennial flowers that may 
survive light frosts. It’s a gamble 
because évery frost is different, 
but look for what are called 
“half-hardy annuals” by _ the 
garden experts, and try growing 
them next year. You may be 
pleasantly surprised. Last fall 
some nicotiana and dianthus sur- 
vived several frosts in my gard- 
en.

Replay of City Council Meeting 
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Highway Alternatives

of major highways, 2) the Belts- 
ville Agricultural Research Cent- 
er would be adversely impacted, 
and 3) the extension would con- 
nect with the proposed Inter- 
County Connector. The matter 
will be discussed at next Tues- 
day’s council meeting. 

In the meantime, the City’s 
Advisory Planning Board has 
recommended the “No Build” al- 
ternative for the Rt. 201/Rt. 1 
Corridor. They note, “however, 
should plans proceed to improve 
Rt. 201, the city should then sup- 
port a design which would keep 
the rural standard, eliminating 
any curbs.” 

Public Comments 

The highlight of the meeting 
was the public comments. Thirty- 
one people, nine from Greenbelt, 
stepped up to the podium to ex- 
press their opinions on the pro- 
posed Alternates. A representa- 
tive of Beltway Plaza said that 
Beltway Plaza supports options 
that improve access to Green- 
belt. Carl Brendle, the director 
of planning and zoning for Laur- 
el, read a letter from Laurel’s 
mayor supporting Alternate 3 as 
the best choice. The overwhelm- 
ing majority of comments, how- 
ever, criticized the Alternates 
for not showing alternatives to 
the automobile. 

“If you build a road for 50 
thousand cars, then you will get 
70 thousand cars,” said Alexand- 
er- Barnes, Sr. of Maplewood 
Court. This thought was repeat- 
ed by several speakers, including 
one who feared that the area 
would become another Northern 
Virginia. 

Greenbelt councilmember Rod- 
ney Roberts stated that Green- 
belt has opposed (widening) MD 
201 “since before I could vote.” 
He said that MDOT needs to ex- 
amine alternatives to the auto- 
mobile because Greenbelter’s 
“don’t want the noise and air 
pollution” that will come with in- 
ereased car traffic, Martin Mur- 
ray, Research Road, complained 
that he could already hear the 
Beltway traffic from his home. 
Bob Rashkin, president of the 
Committee to Save the Green 
Belt, said the money (to build 
roads) would be better spent on 
alternative transportation. Al- 
ternative transportation includes 
the MARC and Metro rail-lines 
and buses. 

Another alternative form of 
transportation is the bicycle. Bill 
Clarke of Ridge Road said that 
the proposed alternates sever 
major bike routes by not accom- 
modating bicycles with either 
wide curb lanes or paved should- 
ers. Steve Harper, president of 
the Greenbelt Bicycle Coalition, 
presented a petition with over 
200 signatures supporting paved 
shoulders for bicycles on new or 
improved roads. 

Alan Turnbull, Ridge Road, 
pointed out that this area is in 
violation of EPA clean air stand- 
ards. Given this circumstance, he 
questioned how MDOT could 
justify building more roads that 
will lead to more cars and hence 
more pollution. Keith Jahoda, 
Ridge Road, commented that the 
Alternates answer the wrong 
question, “how best to prepare 
for increased traffic.” Instead, 
the question, “how best to plan 
to decrease the need to drive,” 
should be answered. Turnbull 
said that people are virtually 
immobilized if they cannot drive. 
Jahoda suggested that people 
have high quality jobs in Prince 
Georges County, but live else- 
where because of poor quality 
schools. 


Concluding Remarks 


Creston Mills, District Engin- 
eer of SHA, assured the audi- 
ence that the final design will in- 
clude bicycle lanes and sidewalks. 
He said that the project was still 
in the early planning stages. 
State Senator Arthur Dorman, 
in response to the public com- 
ments, said that the State has 
been pushing Prince Georges 
County to get into a bus system 
similar to what Montgomery 
County has. He noted that the 
county has returned money giv- 
en by the State for funding such 
a bus system. 

According to Mark Radloff of 
SHA, construction on any of the 
alternates would not begin for 
another three to five years, at 
least. The remaining steps in the 
project planning include evalu- 
ating the public comments, con- 
ducting detailed air and noise 
analyses, refining study alter- 
nates, and holding another pub- 
lic hearing.

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) Board of Directors 
faced a light agenda at its 
September 22 meeting. It 
still took the eight members 
present (Carole Levin ab- 
sent) three and a half hours 
to get throughit. The board 
deferred action on installing 
an above ground gas tank 
to explore using a gasoline 
station instead, agreed to 
making employees responsi- 
ble for 6.8 percent of health 
insurance premiums, decided 
against video taping and au- 
thorized a revised letter on 
auditing. 

Health Benefits 

In adopting the membership 
demanded hold-the-line budget, 
the board had agreed to require 
employees to pay some of the 
health benefit costs. Before the 
board was a proposed motion 
to require GHI employees to 
contribute 6.8 percent of the to- 
tal cost of their annual health 
care premiums for major medi- 
cal insurance in 1995. The action 
was needed before budget adop- 
tion because GHI renews its 
health benefits plan in December. 
The 6.8 percent is based on GHI 
contributing the same percent- 
age of payroll for this benefit 
in 1995 and the employees pay- 
ing the increased cost for the 
benefit. GHI staff estimates that 
this policy will save GHI $18,- 
251 in 1995. 

Discussion by the board cent- 
ered pricipally on how the pol- 
icy should apply in the future, 
it being the board’s intent that 
employees should eventually pay 
15 percent of the insurance cost. 
Board member John O’Boyle 
proposed that employees pay 
6.8% in 1995 but 10 percent the 
following year and 15 percent 
after that. Board member Wil- 
liam Phelan argued against this 
proposal because it would dis- 
courage staff from finding other 
ways to hold down health bene- 
fit costs and no one knew what 
might happen with health care 
reform, although he supported 
employees eventually paying 15 
percent. After considerable dis- 
cussion, O’Boyle’s amending mo- 
tion failed on a 4 to 3 vote, 
Board Chair Alan Freas not vot-

amendment to the original mo- 
tion to limit GHI’s payment to 
health benefits to 17.2 percent of 
payroll until such time as em- 
ployee’s cost reaches 15 percent 
of premium expenses. The revised 
motion was then easily adopted 
by the board. 

During discussion, objections 
were raised to requiring employ- 
ees to share in the cost. Audit 
committee member Ray Stevens 
relayed one member’s opinion 
that GHI should not take away 
benefits from its employees. Nat 
Shinderman told the board that 
the net effect of the proposal 
was to cut employee salaries. 
He noted that this was a part of 
a total compensation package 
that was developed to provide 
GHI employees with comparable 
pay for work comparable to that 
paid for by other employers. 
“Don’t take one item. I think 
you’ve got to review the entire 
policy,” he urged the board in 
vain. 

Several people responded by 
noting that they didn’t know 
anyone in other employment who 
received health benefits without 
paying a part of the cost. Sherry 
Garten told the board “If 100 
percent of the health benefits 
are paid for ... (by the employ- 
er) ... there is no incentive to 
eontrol costs.” 


Gas Tank 

GHI needs to replace its un- 
derground gas storage tank for 
environmental reasons. Staff 
recommended a contract with 
Petro Services, Inc. to furnish 
and install a one thousand gal- 
lon above ground tank with 
pump at a cost of $9,250. After 
the new tank is installed, the old 
tank will be removed. 

Charles Braun began the dis- 
eussion by saying that he didn’t 
see a need for a tank. He urged 
the board to arrange to buy its 
gas at the Co-op gas station in 
exchange for a quantity dis- 
count. Turnbull indicated that he 
had raised this issue before. He 
is concerned that the new tank 
could eventually leak. He sug- 
gested trying to buy gas at the 
Co-op for a test period before 
installing a new tank. Garten 
called Turnbull’s remark “Bril- 
liant.” She contended that it took 
four people to pump gas at GHI, 
but only one at Co-op. (This in- 
cludes the people who monitor 


ing. Then Phelan suggested an the pumps for proper usage and

keep usage records.) 

Director Wayne Williams said 
that there was added cost to us- 
ing the Co-op in that it took 
time to take the vehicles there 
and bring them back. Also, Co- 
op will not give a discount— 
only the patronage refund. This 
is the same as the arrangement 
with the airport limo. service. 
Overdurff noted that because 
GHI could buy gas at a lower 
price if it had a tank, the sav- 
ings in gasoline costs would pay 
for the tank within 13.7 years. 
The tank would have a 25-year 
life expectancy. O’Boyle felt that 
if GHI has its own tank it would 
provide better control of its em- 
ployees and assure the availabil- 
ity of gas in an emergency or 
at night when the Co-op is 
closed. Phelan was concerned 
with what might happen if there 
was a gas shortage due to a Mid- 
east crisis and GHI didn’t have 
its own tank. 

Director Donald Comis moved 
to stop using the underground 
tank for an indefinite period but 
failed to get a second. Phelan 
moved the manager’s recom- 
mendation for a new tank with 
Williams seconding. After furth- 
er discussion, the board approv- 
ed a motion by Turnbull to table 
the motion. Comis, Phelan and 
Henry joined Turnbull while 
Williams and O’Boyle voted no. 
Turnbull then moved to direct 
staff to look into the feasibility 
of using one of the local gas 
stations and that motion car- 
ried unanimously. | 

Video Taping 

Board Chair Alan Freas said 
that a member had proposed to 
him that GHI videotape its bud- 
get meetings and make the tapes 
available for members to look 
at. The city could also show the 
the tapes on channel B-10. 

“I don’t like the idea,” Direct- 
or Vonda Henry declared. “It’s an 
unnecessary cost, waste of mon- 
ey. People should come here.” 
Williams noted that some people 
don’t feel that all of Greenbelt 
should know about the goings 
on at GHI. He thought it was 
OK to do the taping for personal 
viewing by members. 

Director Kathleen Webber 
said that she watched the city 
budget meeting on cable. With- 
out the numbers, it is difficult to 
follow what is going on. “Watch- 
ing a budget meeting on cable 


doesn’t work as far as I’m con- 
cerned,” she said. 

Overdurff reported that she 
had read that the use of video 
tapes of meetings can be a source 
of liability to a corporation. “TI 
hear people do things and I 
throw up my hands and kick on 
the table,” Henry said. “I don’t 
want all that on video.” 

Comis supported the idea. GHI 
is looking for accessibility to its 
members on the budget. He felt 
that printed budget material 
could be available with the tape. 
Williams moved that staff invest- 
igate the cost and possibility for 
VCR usage with Henry adding 
its legality as well. Phelan joined 
William and Comis in support- 
ing the motion, but it was de- 
feated, 4 to 3. 

Auditor Letter 

The last item was to obtain 
the board’s approval for a letter 
to solicit proposals from audit- 
ing firms to perform the audit 
for the current fiscal year. The 
board still had about an hour 
to go before its mandatory ad- 
journment time, and it seemed 
as if the members were determ- 
ined to drag the meeting out 
until then on this issue. There 
was considerable discussion on 
who should get the letter and 
its precise language. To get a 
fresh look at the audit, the board 
agreed that the auditor used in 
past years should not be asked 
to submit a proposal. 

Other Actions 

By 4 to 1, the board voted 
to extend a sublease on Eastway 
for 18 months to give the tenant 
time to accumulate funds for the 
purchase, but to grant no furth- 
er extensions. The request had 
been for one-year. Williams op- 
posed going beyond one-year on 
the extension. 

The annual meeting has been 
set for Sunday, May 21 at 2 p.m. 
at the new Greenbelt Element- 
ary School. The Nominations 
and Elections Committee sought 
approval at this time because 
new procedures for using the 
school space required GHI to 
make an earlier commitment. 

The board looked at a revised 
mission statement for GHI draft- 
ed by Nat Shinderman. The 
board incorporated some of 
Shinderman’s language into the 
original mission statement, which 
it then approved.

VACANCIES - MOVE-IN NOW! 
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POOL TEMPERATURE 
IS A COMPROMISE 


In any indoor pool environment 
it is difficult to meet individual 
comfort levels among large 
groups of users. So why does the 
water feel cool to the touch and 
does the water need to be this 
temperature? The Greenbelt 
Aquatic and Fitness Center wish- 
es it could satisfy every individu- 
al request for comfort level in the 
pool, a brief explanation follows. 

The water feels cool to the 
touch for the simple reason that 
it is cooler than body tempera- 
ture. Normal internal body tem- 
peratures range from 97-99 de- 
grees fahrenheit, In order to 
maintain a comfortable tempera- 
ture, people usually find a way to 
adjust to our environment. With 
water and air at the same tem- 
perature, the water will feel 
cooler because water conducts 
heat away 20 times faster than 
the air can. During exercise, 
water usually provides very ef- 
fective cooling of the body. How- 
ever, exercising at a moderate 
intensity (75%) in water over 
83-84 degrees fahrenheit can 
have the same effect on the body 
as exercising outside on a very 
hot and humid day. 

Most exercise swimmers pre- 
fer a water temperature between 
78-82 degrees fahrenheit. Most 
leisure and therapeutic swimmers 
prefer a water temperature be- 
tween 84-88 degrees fahrenheit. 
We try to keep the pool tempera- 
ture set at 83 degrees fahrenheit, 
a fair compromise to all activi- 
ties the pool was designed for. 
With the water at 83 degrees 
fahrenheit, we try to keep the air 
_ temperature 2-3 degrees warmer 
to prevent the cooling effects of 
evaporation. Because maintaining 
consistent air temperature is so 
difficult, any time the air temper- 
ature drops to or slightly below 
the water temperature, the cool- 


ing effects of evaporation create 
a perception of changes in water 
temperature. 

For a complete explanation of 
the operations of the Aquatic 
and Fitness Center, swimmers 
May speak with the Aquatics 
Supervisor or the Aquatic Coor- 
dinator.

Future work is needed to 
stabilize the stream bank and 
rechannel the stream in order 
to protect the viability of these 
athletic facilities. 


It’s that time of year when 
trees turn gold and red and then 
dump their leaves all over streets 
and yards. The Public Works 
Department is getting ready for 
the annual extra work by pre- 
paring and servicing the leaf 
vacuum machines. One is ready 
to go.

Parkway Renovation 


At its October 11 regular meet- 
ing, council is expected to con- 
sider the Advisory Planning 
Board (APB) report on the op- 
tions for the reconstruction of 
Parkway. The city’s consultant 
has developed four alternatives 
to expand the available parking 
on that road. Two, which would 
replace the current parallel 
parking with 60 degree angle 
parking, would require parking 
on both sides of the street. Al- 
though the board recognized that 
current design standards for 
suburban/urban roads do not in- 
clude right angle parking, the 
members noted that the proposal 
provides significantly increased 
parking while retaining two way 
traffic. The members also rec- 
ommended that council hold a 
public hearing on the issue be- 
fore making a final decision. 


Other Issues 


Dog Park - The Advisory 
Planning Board and the Park 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
will review the proposal that 
Greenbelt establish a city dog 
park. 


Cable Negotiations - Deputy 
City Manager Michael McLaugh-
